WS AT CANTON

Race With Death to the Bed- 
side of His Mother. 


THE WIRES WERE KEPT BUSY. 


TELEGRAMS ALONG THE ROAD 
NOTIFIED OF HER CONDITION 
AND HIS PROGRESS. 


HE FOUND HER UNCONSCIOUS. 


She Has Been in a Comatose Condition 
All Day and Her Children Are 
About Her Awaiting 
the Inevitable End. 


CANTON, O., Dec. 3.—This morning Mrs. 
Nancy Allison McKinley was reported sink- 
ing rapidly and the end appeared near. 

All night long the little group around the 
bedside of the venerable woman anxiously 
watched for news of the train which was 
speeding on with the woman’s distinguished 
son- from his post at the nation’s capital to 
her humble cottage. 

Before she lapsed into unconsciousness 
she was given to understand that he had 
started for Canton from Washington. The 
train bearing the President reached Pitts- 
burg at 7:15. At each stop during the night 
word had been flashed to Canton of his 
progress and at each stop a yellow missive 
told him that he was still in the lead in his 
thrilling midnight race with the grim 
reaper. 

Finally tired nature asserted herself and 
the President retired to sleep. As soon as 
Pittsburg was reached Judge Day accepted 
the offer of the railroad company and a spe- 
cial engine was attached to the car. The 
President at that time was stiil asleep. With- 


out the loss of a moment the special engine. 


dashed out of the Smoky City. All trains on 
the route were put on sidetracks, and the 
last 101 miles were reeled off in two hours. 

At 8:55 the President reached Canton, His 
mother was still alive. Upon his arrival at 
the nome-of his mother President McKinley 
entered the sick-room and knelt by the bed- 
side. She was unconscious, The little fam:ly 
group was complete. Now all that remained 
was to wait for death, and hope that before 
it came the mothgr would be able to once 
more recognize her loving children. 

Hig cousin, Charles R. Miller, Judge Mc- 
Carthy and G. B. Frease met the Pres!l- 
dent at the station with a carriage, which 
hurried him to the home of his mother, and 
he has since been almost constantly at her 
bedside. 

As the day wore on, Mrs. McKinley re- 
mained apparently in the same condition 
as at early morning. She waz unconscious, 
showed no evidence of suffering and seemed 
to be passing quietly into the sleep of death. 

There was no encouragement given the 
family by the attending phyeician, Dr. 
Phillips, who seriovsly doubted the patient 
would revive. He feared the end was very 
near, but sald there was a possibility of 
her lingering for several days, Of her four 
living children three were at the bedside 
and Mrs. A. B. Duncan of Cleveland, who 
has been visiting her daughter at a Chi- 
cago school, will be here later. 

President McKinley believes his mother 
recognized him as.he knelt at her bedside. 
His sister Helen announced his arrival by 
saving: ‘‘Here, mother, is William; if you 
recognize him hold up your hand.”’ Mrs. 
McKinley did raise her left hand slightly 
and the family belleve it was in recogni- 
ton of her devoted son. He grasped her 
hand fondly and says he seemed to feel 
a slight pressure from the mother’s effort 
to return his greeting. This was the only 
incident of the sick room to-day. The fam- 
ily continued about the bedside, but except 
a continued weakening coul note no 
change. 

The plans of the President are to rema'n 
here until 2 o’clock to-morrow, when he 
will return to Washington to look after 
some of the official business which made 
it almost impossible for him to leave the 
capital at this time. 

At 12 o'clock Dr. Phillips visited the pa- 

lent. ‘“‘There Is no great change in Mother 
McKinley’s condition,” he said. “She is 
gradually sinking and the end may come 
in a few hours. It is barely possible that 
she may survive several days.”

A SOLEMN SCENE IN COURT. 


THE PRISONER UNMOVED AS 
JUDGE MADDOX PRONOUNCED 
THE WORDS OF ie 


TO BE SENT TO SING SING. 


In the Week Beginning January 10 
He Will Be Executed According 
to Law, Which Prescribes 
Electrocution. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—Martin Thorn, con- 
victed on Monday of the murder of Wm. 
Guidensuppe, was to-day sentenced to be 
electrocuted in the week beginning January 

When Thorn was brought into court in 
Long Island City he stepped as briskly— 
walking between two officers—as he had 
done on the days when he was on trial. 
He preserved the same calm, imperturbable 
expression of countenance that he had worn 
at every crisis in the working out of his 
fate during the trial, and when, as a pre- 
liminary to pronouncing the sentence of 
death, Jusgtice-Maddox put the customary 
questiong’ to him, he responded promptly, 
collectedly and without outward evidence of 
emotion. 

“My true name,” said the murderer, “‘is 
Torceswisky. was born in Germany and 
am 35 years old. | am a barber and have 
never been in prison before. I was brought 
up in the religious belief of the Roman 
Catholic Church. I can read and write. My 
father is living. I am not married.’ 

Then Judge Maddox proceeded to pass 
sentence solemnly and impressively. He 
said: 

“Thorn, you were indicted, charged with 
having premeditated and deliberately de- 
signed and caused the death of William 
Guldensuppe. You have had a fair trial, 
in the course of which you were defended 
by the ablest and most astute counsel. 
They could not have done more for you. 
Every effort was made by them to save 
you. After that the jury found you guilty 
of murder in the first degree, and the pun- 
ishment for that is death. 

“Reflect upon it. Reflect upon the death 
of him whom you slfw. It is the duty of 
the court to fix a time for the execution— 
the law pronounced the punishment. I shall 
give you a reasonable tire; the law per- 
mits me to do that. It is needless for me 
to state anything toucbing the facts in 
this case, more than to say that the evi- 
dence jusifies the verdict. 

“The judgment of the court is that you 
shall be taken hence to the State Prison 
at Sing Sing within a reasonable time and 
that there you shall be executed in the 
form prescribed by law in the week begin- 
ning January 10, 1898.’’ 

Thorn listened without moving a muscle 
and when the Judge had finished he in- 
clined .his head slightly forward as if bow. 
ing to the court. The prisoner’s lawyers 
then handed up an affidavit applying for an 
appeal. Justice Maddox took the affidavit 
and will pass on it later. 

Thorn was then led to the jail below.

Refugees from the dismantled. school at 
once communicated the facts to the neatest 
representatives of the German nation and 
the news provoked a storm of indignant 
protests as soon as it was repeated in ber- 
lin, Steps to punish the perpetrators of the 
deed were at once put on foot. A German 
war ship was dispatched to the Yellow Sea 
and Nov. 22 the admiral in command landed 
a force of marines on the shore of the bay, 
which was commanded by a Chinese port 
with a garrison of 1,500 men. The admiral, 
protected by the man-of-war, commanded 
the Chinese general to’ withdraw his sol- 
diers from the fort, and the latter did so, 
claiming the protection of the admiral: The 
Chinese soldiers ran in complete disorder 
into the fastnesses of the hills, abandoning 
their position, which the Germans at once 
occupied. \ 

A demand was made upon the Chinese 
Government for an.indemnity on account of 
the slaughter of the missionaries and the 
destruction of school property. Pending a 
settlement of that question the German 
force maintained its position on land and 
the man-of-war remained in the adjacent 
waters. for the purpose of affording any 
needed protection.

She 
did not learn of her daughter's unitmely 
end until a letter from her husband brought

Mrs. Boileau has been in the hospital for 
several weeks She was suffering with 
malaria, but was convalescent when the 
news of her ‘daughter’s horrible fate was 
received. She belongs to the Levi Ash- 
brook family, once wealthy and prominent 


in St. Louis. ‘i 
Her husband, Paulo Bolleau, ts in Kansas 
City, and it was through him she learned 
of the tragedy. He had_ written to his 
daughter, Mrs. William Cook, 714 Barry 
street, and requested oe ae letter be sent 
wife. The letter follows: 
— KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 27, 1897. 
Dear Mamma, Gertie, Hennie and: My 
Budie: Yesterday was your papa’s birthday.

BOARD OF HEALTH DECLARED 
TUBERCULOSIS INFECTIOUS, | 
BUT COULDN'T PASS 
A BILL 


NEW YORK SETS AN EXAMPLE. 


Health Commissioner Starkloff De- 
plores the Failure of the Municipal 
Assembly to Fight Consumption. 


The Health Board of Greater New Yor 
following a suggestion made by the Sf. 
Louis Health Board, will spend $60,000 next 
year for the suppression of tuberculosis. 

The St. Louis Board’s declaration that tu- 
berculosis was an infectious disease and 
should be treated as such did not at first 
meet with general approval, but the more 
physicians studied the matter the more they 
become convinced that the St. Louis board 


was right. 

The St. Louls ordinance was drawn more 
than two years ago, and has been before the 
two municipal assemblies, but it has never 
been favorably acted upon. 

The New York Board of Education is the 
first to insist on the actual enforcement of 
such an ordinance, and through it the 
Board of Estimates of that city has ap- 
propriated $60,000 for the Board of Health 
to use in making experiments as to the 
best means of subduing and controlling 
the disease, 

“The action of the New York authorities 
is especially gratifying to me,” said Health 
Commissioner Starkloff, ‘“‘because I believe 
under my administration the 8t. Louls 
Board of Health was among the first to 
declare that tuberculosis was infectious. I 
drew an ordinance asking the Municipal 
Assembly to so declare it. That ordinance 
has never been favorably acted upon. 

“If it had been no appropriation would 
have been necessary for its enforcement. 
It would have been operative just like other 
ordinances relating to infectious diseases, 
with the exception as set forth in the 
ordinance that wherever a case of tuber- 
culosis was known to exist we could not 
have taken the patient to quarantine like a 
small-pox or yellow fever case. As in 
cases of diphtheria or scarlet fever physi- 
clans would have been compelled to let us 
know, and we would have had the house 
disinfected, and provided with all: the safe- 
guards for the suppression of the disease, 
as in diphtheria or scarlet fever. 

“It is no longer disputed by intelligent 
physicians that tuberculosis, or consump- 
tion, is a germ disease, infectious and capa- 

le of being: transferred to healthy persons. 

“It is also a fact, capable of proof, that 
in all the places used for heaith resorts for 
consumptives for any number of years, no- 
tably in Germany and Southern France, 
those places have become hot ®eds of in- 
fection and the natives have been destroyed 
by the disease. The healthiest families, 
men and women without a previous taint 
of consumption in their systems, have be- 
come inocculated with the disease from con- 
tact with foreigners who have gone there 
for treatment. 

“T know of no !nfectlous disease that Is 
so relentlessly sure of its.victims as tuber- 
culosis, and at the same Hoke 4) is as pli- 
able to control and subjugation aS the worst 
of them if it ts properly handled, 

“My ordinance is still before the Assembly 
and to make it a law could do us no harm, 
It is as much the duty of a Board of Health 
to use {ité efforts to prevent the spread of 
tuberculosis, to disinfect the houses where 
it exists as it is to look after any other 
infectious disease.”

December 14. It has the indorsement of 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce,‘ the Bo8- 
ton Merchants’ Association, the New York 
Board of Trade and Transportation, the 
‘Philadelphia Board of Trade, the Trades 
League of Philadéiphia and the Toledo: Pro- 
duce Exchange. 

The so-called pooling bill is one of a num- 
ber of proposed amendments formulated at 
@ meeting of freight bureau commissioners 


and representatives of commercial organiza- 


tions held in Cincinnati last June. 

The present pooling law is section 5 of 
the Interstate Commerce law. It reads as 
follows: 

It shall be unlawful

He looked about him for his attorney, ane 
not seeing him present, coolly picked up his 
hat, and without a word or a handshake 
with his erstwile captors, walked queelly 
through the gaping crowd from the room 
and building into open air and freedom. 

August Genar was charged with the mur- 
der of Michael Dousse!t at Fargo, St. Louis 
County. He was tried at the May term of 
the Circuit Court of St. Louis Counry, but 
the jury failed to agree. The second trial was 
begun before Judge Hirzel on Monday of this 
week, 

Michael Doussett was a French gardener 
who came to Missouri from Louisiana with 
Genar. Both secured employment near 
Drew Station on the St. Louis, Kansas City 
and Chicago Railway, just west of Clayton. 
On the night of June 2 they started for 
Clayton. Near Fargo they quarreled, and 
the next morning Doussett’s mutilated body 
was found in a ditch by the railroad tracks. 

Genar could not be found in the county, 
and the coroner's jury held him responsible 
for Doussett’s death. He was apprehended 


‘subsequently in Louisiana and returned to 


Clayton, 
His defense was that he left Doussett af- 
ter the quarre] and that the latter was 
killed by a freight train. 

The State relied wholly upon circumstan- 
tial evidence for conviction.

“The Cuban Lo«gue’s Petition to the 
Pro,ident. 


WASIEINGTON, D. C., Dec. 3.—The Cuban 
League of the United States has presented 
a petition to the President, in which they 
gay: ‘“‘We submit to you these ten proposi- 
tions for your consideration: 

‘1; The three wars tn Cuba within this 
century are proof of a genuine movement 
for the extension of democratic principles 
and the attainment of liberty from a tyran- 
nical, corrupt and allen government. 

“2. Without the indirect aid given by this 
Government to Spain, the patriots would 
be farther advanced in their struggle. 

“8. Spain has lost Cuba as far as the 
present population is concerned. If, how- 
ever, she is permitted to continue the cruel 
work of exterminating non-combatanis she 
may possibly reconquer and repopulate the 
island. 

‘4. If, with our passive ald, she unfor- 
tunately succeeds in doing this, when oth- 
er generations come the revolution will 

surely begin again. The governing classes 

in Spain of all partics have regarded Cuba 
for 300 years as an orange to be squeezed. 
They are unable to consider it otherwise 
and no amount of diplomatic effort on ‘our 
art is likely to change thelr point of view. 

he other classes are ignorant. Spain has 
held all her colonies with an iron hand un- 
til forced to let go. The war of liberation 
in Venezuela lasted fifteen years, and dur- 
ing the last five years of the struggle no 
quarter was given by either side,

While serving his sentence he resorted to 
the same method of obtaining reading mat- 
ter. He used the same lIetterheads with 
success, The postal authorities again in- 
vestigated and Butler was indicted last 
April by the Federal Grand-jury. His term

He was taken betare Judge Adams an 
pieaded guilty. The Judge said the priso , 
er’s actions were unaccountable, and he

Butler said he was born in Rush County, 
Indiana, 26 years ago.

He had no 
education save what he picked up. He had 
a passion for reading good books, but had 
no money to buy them He thought of the 
scheme he adopted and used it with suc- 
cess. He knew it was wrong, but he could 
not resist the temptation. 

While he was serving his sentence in jail 
he said he feared he would go crazy if his 
mind were not occupied. hat was why 
he repeated the offense. 

“Tl have a sister, a Mrs. Lake, living near 
Mt. Vernon, Mo.,”’ he said: “If I am al- 
lowed I will go to her. There I can have 
fresh air and sunshine and my heaith wll 
return. Then 1 can get honest work. I al- 
ways did honest work unt'l I got into this 
trouble. I will promise to never offend 
again.’’ 

“IT hardly know what to do in this case,” 
said Judge Adams. ‘‘Here is a man who 
freely admits his gu'lt. Under ordinary c'r- 
cumstances my duty would be to pronounce 
the severest penalty. I confess I do not 
know what I ought to do. 

“Here.jis a man whoee thirst after know!l- 
elge has made him a criminal. He has ob- 
tained the best worke of the best authors, 
books that should build up a man’s char- 
acter. How he can reconcile his tastes and 
his principles I cannot conceive. He is a 
man of more than usual understanding, 
and I might «ay cultivation. I feél that he 
is not now a criminal, but perhaps if I 


‘were to send him to prison he might become 
one.

She called at the Justice’s office and was 
told that Howe had been seen there at 5:00 
o'clock Wednesday evening.

“He said to tell all inquirerg that he left 
that night for Marietta, O.” 

Howe registered at Tuttle’s Hotel Wed- 
nesday night under the name of “J, Mun- 
schubier, Kansas City.”’ He paid his bill 
and left the hotel Thursday morning. 

An East St. Louis attorney says that 
Howe has been in East St. Louis every day 
for two weeks, and that he (Howe) has been 
communicating with the Sheriff of St. Louis 
County almost daily. ; 

“T guess the St. Louls County authorities 
do not want Howe much orthey could have 
captured him in East St. Louis almost any 
day lately,’”’ said Justice Boyne.

PERU, Ind., Dec. 3.—There is still much 
excitement over the oil industry. Test wells 
have been put down in nearly every tewn 
eurrounding Peru, since the Peru excite- 
ment started, and none has proven of /the 
paying kind for either oil oMBas. But very 
few of the old-time operators have branched 
out much, as they have gone through ithe 
game experience probably a dozen times. 
Several of the companies that invested at 
Peru will make some money, while many of 
the others will come out of the excitement 

‘ losers. 

During the month there were 183 wells 
completed in the entire Indiana bil fleld; of 
this nu a were dry holes and 
gas wells@ while tHe rest show a new daily 
output of 2,900 barrels. This, compared with 
the work for October, shows an increase of 
sixty-seven in completed wells, and a de- 
crease in new production of 280 barrels, and 
eight more dry holes. One feature of the 
operations for the month is that the wells 


for November proved less productive than 
did the wells of October. One would 


naturally think that with an increase of 
sixty-seven -welis the output would be 
reater, but it shows that the productive 
eru and other productive pools of the State 
are less productive than they were. No 
more wells with a capacity of from 300 to 
800 barrels are being completed. At_ the 
present time any well that will go a hun- 
dred barrels is considered a big find. The 
average production each day for November 
is twenty barrels to the well, with thirty- 
6ix and one-half barrels in October. There 
are ninety wells drilling and forty-eight 
rigs up, an increase over the October fig- 


ures of twenty-six. 


Manager Curtin of the Manhattan Oll 
Company has the following to say about 
the Peru oj] field: ‘““We haven’t anything 
at Peru, and we are glad of it. I guess 
there are a great many who would like to 
get out of there, even if they could. My 
company put $00 in -leases, but We are 
Willing to let them go. I have sampled the 
Peru product and consider it no,good. It’s 
too heavy. The absence of gas is against 
it, although its commercial value is. the 
Same now as the rest of the Indiana prod- 
uct. It requires double the amount of oll 
for fuel as any other oil yet developed in 
the State.” The Manhattan Ol! Company’s

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Dec. 3.—The kill- 
ing of the aged grave-digger, Alexander 
Lawrence, at Highland Lawn Cemetery this 
week by Alexander Owens, a marble dealer, 
continues to excite much interest. At the 
preliminary hearing befere Mayor Ross the 
prosecuting attorney, Mr. Tichenor, an- 
nounced that he had agreved with defend- 
ant’s counsel, ex-Congressman Lamb, that 
Owens should be released on $4,000 bonds. 
It is likely that within the next few days 
Owens will be out on bail. The Red Men, 
of which order Lawrence was a member, 
are greatly wrought up over the killing 
and have started a fund to assist in the 
prosecution, the first step being to employ 
ex-City Attorney John O. Piety. At first, 
when arrested, Owens claimed that Law- 
rence’s injuries were received accidentally, 
but it is hardly thought he will persist in 
this defense, as three witnesses, two of 
whom are employes of Owens, have testi- 
fied that, as a result of a few words over 
the question as to whether a monument 
Owens was putting up was too high, Owens 
picked up a heavy stone mason’s roller and 
struck Lawrence over the head, causing 
the injuries which resulted in the grave- 
digger’s death next day. 

The blow must have been a terrific one, 
as lLaurence’s skull has been found to 
have been fractured in three places, One
